New Sunoco Business/Fleet Application 

The Office of Foreign Missions (OFM) recently learned that effective 
immediately, as a result of in conjunction with Sunoco changing their credit card 
provider, Sunoco now requires the submission of new Business/Fleet Credit Card 
applications in order to authorize/ to provide gasoline tax-exempt credit cards for foreign 
missions, international organizations and their eligible personnel. Attached is a copy of 
the new, blank Sunoco Business/Fleet Credit Card applications. These applications 
can also be found at all the participating Sunoco gasoline stations 

If a mission recently applied for Sunoco tax exemption and used the old Sunoco 
Business Credit Card application, it has to reapply with the new Sunoco Business 
Credit Card application. All applications must be resubmitted to OFM, along with a form 
DS-99, "Application for Diplomatic Exemption from Taxes on Gasoline." Please do not 
mail or fax applications directly to the gasoline company.
